I f Roberta “Bert” Jean Galli was noth¬ 
ing else, she was blunt, so I’ll get right 
to it and explain why I think she mat¬ 
tered in Hopkinsville. 

GaUi was a feminist 
who spoke openly and 
passionately about her 
liberal politics and she 
did it in a conservative 
place where many people 
disagreed with her. She 
was not intimidated. She 
organized groups, wrote 
letters, campaigned for 
politicians and made fi¬ 
nancial contributions to 
causes she found worthy 
of her support. 

She was known for occasionally intro¬ 
ducing herself and immediately explain¬ 
ing why she disagreed with a person’s 


political stand. But if you think Galli 
was unbending or that she couldn’t get 
along with people who seemingly had 
nothing in common with her, stop right 
there. She moved in many circles, and 
that kept life interesting. 

Galli died on April 19. She was 73 years 
old and had been diagnosed with cancer 
a few months ago. 

Her family had a party Saturday at her 
Dawn Drive home and celebrated every¬ 
thing that distinguished GaUi — her pol¬ 
itics, her work and her family The lawn 
was covered with campaign signs for De¬ 
mocrats, the National Organization for 
Women and the Unitarian Universalist 
Church. The garage was awash in ac¬ 
tivist T-shirts, bumper stickers and cam¬ 
paign buttons with slogans such as 
“Mute Newt” and “Stop Racism.” The 
family set an ice cooler, soft drinks and 


bottles of wine in the garage. Inside they 
had a buffet of barbecue, chips, pasta 
and seafood salad. A guest book was 
placed near the front door. Galli donated 
her body to science. 

Like many people, I “met” Galli 
through the letters she submitted for the 
New Era’s “Voice of the People” section. 
Later I interviewed her when I wanted to 
make sure a story included a liberal per¬ 
spective. For example, while reporting 
on a posting of the Ten Commandments 
that had never been questioned inside a 
local government building, I called Galli. 
Everyone else I interviewed said they 
supported the posting, or that they didn’t 
mind it one way or the other, but Galli 
said she did mind because she viewed it 
as government endorsement of a reli¬ 
gion.

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Relationship triggers depression 


DEAR AMY: Fve been in a purely sex¬ 
ual relationship for a couple of months. I 
suffer from anxiety and depression. A 
few times in the past months we’ve 
stopped talking to each other (her mother 
doesn’t feel that I’m the right person for 
her). During those times, I have severe 
depressive episodes. 

She makes me happy, and I’ve been told 
I make her happy. My friends tell me that 
I shouldn’t continue this way, but I’m 
happy. 

I’m conflicted on what to do? — Con¬ 
flicted 

DEAR CONFLICTED: Being in a sex¬ 
ual relationship releases a rush of endor¬ 
phins — this is part of the “chemistry” 
that people often feel when they connect 
with each other. This chemistry masks 
your depression and anxiety, but it 
doesn’t treat or cure it. 

The roller coaster of attention and dis¬ 
tance you describe in this relationship 
isn’t good for you because you don’t have 
the resilience to tolerate it. In fact, it 
could amplify your anxiety and depres¬ 
sion and make your symptoms worse. 

Stability is what you need, and this re¬ 
lationship (at least the way you describe 
it) doesn’t offer it. I agree with your 
friends that this isn’t good for you. 

You should concentrate on developing 
the tools to cope with your particular per¬ 
sonal challenges; this is tough because 
working to tackle your own issues means 
committing to a long and sometimes 
lonely path.

our Lord and Savior. 

And you can do this 
today — right where 
you are — by simply 
telling God you believe 
that Jesus died and 
rose again for your 
sins, and that you 
want to invite Him 
into your heart and be¬ 
come His follower. The 
Bible says, “If you con¬ 
fess with your mouth, 
‘Jesus is Lord,’ and be¬ 
lieve in your heart

Artists to paint river 
murals this summer 

COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) — 
Eight murals will be 
painted along the Licking 
River this summer as part 
of a proposed green way 
and adjacent “blueway” 
program. 

The proposed greenway 
is a set of 5-mile trails that 
would go through parts of 
Covington, Taylor Mill, 
Newport and Wilder along 
the shorelines of the river. 
The first 2-mile section in 
Covington could open in 
the fall. 

Organizers say they also 
hope to turn that section 
of the Licking River into a 
recreational trail for 
kayaks and canoes — also 
known as a blueway. 

The Kentucky Enquirer 
reports that the murals are 
being painted on the out¬ 
side walls of pumping sta¬ 
tions along the river by a 
Cincinnati-based organiza¬ 
tion called Artworks, 
which sends teams each 
summer consisting of a 
professional artist, a teach¬ 
ing artist and several cre¬ 
ative teens across the Ohio 
River to create murals in 
northern Kentucky. 

The cost of the murals 
this year comes to about 
$30,000. Artworks program 
manager Michael Stout 
says much of the funding 
wfll come from sources in 
Vision 2015, which has 
spearheaded the drive for 
the greenways and blueway 

Stout says the agency 
has spoken to Covington 
residents and gotten an 
idea of what they would 
like to see on the murals. 

“We’ve kind of landed on 
the topic of energy,” Stout 
said, such as the energy 
felt while strolling along a 
greenway. 

However, Artworks and 
Vision 2015 planned to 
meet with residents and 
get more specific ideas be¬ 
fore any work is done. 

Work on the riverside 
trails wiU be launched 
with a party, said Kara 
Williams, Vision 2015’s 
vice president of strategic 
initiatives.

If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition called ‘‘auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests. The 
findings, the researchers say, could lead to new ways to combat 
dementia, a condition that affects millions of people worldwide. 
Although the reason for the link between the two 
conditions is unknown, the investigators suggest that a common 
pathology may underlie both or that the strain of decoding sounds over 
the years may overwhelm the brains of people with hearing loss, leaving 
them more vulnerable to dementia. They also speculate that hearing loss 
could lead to dementia by making individuals more socially isolated, a 
known risk factor for dementia and other cognitive disorders. 

But there’s good news! Whatever the cause, the scientists report, 
their finding may offer a starting point for interventions even as simple as 
hearing aids - that could delay or prevent dementia by improving 
patients’ hearing.

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State continues to withhold child-ahuse records 


KENTUCKY PRESS NEWS SERVICE 

Despite promises of transparency by Gov. Steve 
Beshear, state officials are refusing to release child- 
protection records about a man who was convicted of 
beating his 3-month-old son prior to the mysterious 
deaths of his two infant daughters. 

The Cabinet for Health and Family Services won’t 
release records about Jesse Allison, who is charged in 
Caldwell County, in Western Ken¬ 
tucky with murder in the 2009 as¬ 
phyxiation death of his 7-monthold 
daughter Ariel. 

The Lexington Herald-Leader and 
The Courier-Journal of Louisville 
have fought the cabinet for access to 
such documents in Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court for more than a year. A 
judge ordered state officials on Nov. 

3 to turn over its files on dozens of 
children who died or nearly died 
from child abuse and neglect, in¬ 
cluding Ariel. 

After Franklin Circuit Judge 
Phillip Shepherd ordered the docu¬ 
ments released, Beshear said Nov. 

29 that his administration would 
comply with the order and that 
“transparency will be the new rule” 
in the cabinet. 

Five months later, most details of 
how child-protection workers inter¬ 
acted with Ariel and her family before her death re¬ 
main secret. The only document that has been released 
is a two-page internal review of Ariel’s death, which 
Shepherd released in January after forcing the cabi¬ 
net to turn it over to his office. 

In March, the Herald-Leader renewed its request 


under the Open Records Act for other documents 
about Ariel and sought documents about her half-sis¬ 
ter Erin, who was found dead in her bed of undeter¬ 
mined causes in 2008 when she was 22 months old. 

The cabinet denied the newspaper’s request March 
7. In its denial, the cabinet said records about Ariel 
were exempt from disclosure under the law because 
child-protection workers have never determined that 
her death was caused by abuse or neglect. 

“Until the criminal charge is liti¬ 
gated there is no finding of abuse 
or neglect that would qualify it as a 
case which the cabinet may re¬ 
lease,” general counsel Christina 
Heavrin wrote. 

That claim doesn’t match the lim¬ 
ited information available in the 
cabinet’s two-page internal review 
of Ariel’s death. The internal re¬ 
view says the cabinet decided to file 
in court a “physical-abuse petition 
on the father regarding this child.” 
That means Allison would have to 
answer in court to the cabinet’s al¬ 
legations that he abused Ariel. 

“The cabinet is splitting a hair 
that is not authorized by the law,” 
said Kif Skidmore, an attorney rep¬ 
resenting the Herald-Leader. “The 
decision to file a physical-abuse pe¬ 
tition is sufficient to make the 
records public — there is simply no 
requirement of a criminal conviction.” 

Kerri Richardson, a spokeswoman for Beshear, de¬ 
fended the cabinet’s decision to withhold additional 
documents about Ariel. 

“The cabinet continues to comply with the directive 
from the governor, and they continue to release

As the national commander of the American Legion, 
Wong is the chief executive officer and official 
spokesman of the American Legion, with full power to 
enforce provisions of the organization’s constitution, by¬ 
laws and resolutions.

Wong earned a bachelor’s degree in business adminis¬ 
tration at New York Institute of Technology in 1978 and a 
master’s degree in management from Central Michigan 
University in 1981. 

Following his retirement from the Army, Wong joined 
the Lt. B.R. Kimlau Chinese Memorial Post 1291 in New 


York. A former national vice commander and past de¬ 
partment commander of New York, Wong has held 
elected and appointed offices at the post, county, district, 
department and national levels of the Legion. 

Wong also served as a director of New York Empire 
Boys State and as a member of the planning committee 
for the creation of the New York American Legion Col¬ 
lege. He has served on several national committees and 
commissions, including a term as chairman of the Le¬ 
gion’s National Security Commission. 

Through his American Legion post in Chinatown, 
Wong helped direct relief efforts in the aftermath of 9/11. 
He has been a member of the Advisory Committee on Vet¬ 
erans Employment and Training and Employer Outreach 
of the Department of Labor, and served as chairman of 
the Special Investigation Committee for the Chinese Com¬ 
munity Benevolent Association and the Office of the At¬ 
torney General of the State of New York in 2005. 

In 2011, Wong retired from L-3 Communications, Com¬ 
mand and Control Systems and Software Division in sup¬ 
port of the Army Software Engineering Center at Fort 
Monmouth, N.J., after 20 years. 

Wong is married to the former Barbara Lam. They have 
one son, Eric. Barbara is active with the American Le¬ 
gion Auxiliary and is a past district president for the De¬ 
partment of New York. Eric is a charter member of Sons 
of The American Legion Squadron 1291, Detachment of 
New York.

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According to Ranker’s biography on the Warrior Tran¬ 
sition Command website, he’s a competitor who “jok¬ 
ingly refers to himself as a repeat traumatic brain injury 
offender ... sustained four TBIs in Afghanistan in 2008 
when he was hit by an improvised explosive device.” 

Despite his injuries. Ranker stayed on active duty to 
finish his career in what he calls one of the most fulfill¬ 
ing jobs he’s had as the WTB Adaptive Fitness noncom¬ 
missioned officer in charge. Ranker says that the Warrior 
Games are an inspiration because they give service mem¬ 
bers a chance to focus on what they can do rather than 
what has been taken away from them. 

Like Perry, Ranker is not one to step aside, and his com¬ 
petitive nature is apparent when talking about the games.

records weekly. However, in this case, a criminal case 
is pending in the courts, which exempts those records 
from release under the Open Records Act,” Richard¬ 
son said. 

Skidmore said the exemption that allows a law en¬ 
forcement agency to withhold criminal investigation 
files does not authorize the cabinet to withhold its 
records in the Allison case. 

“This is just another example of the cabinet choos¬ 
ing to adhere to a culture of secrecy rather than adopt 
an approach of maximum transparency,” Skidmore 
said. 

Allison maintains Ariel’s death was an accident, that 
his daughter got trapped between her mattress and the 
crib rail. His September murder trial ended in a hung 
jury. He is scheduled to be retried starting May 29. 

Allison’s court-appointed attorney. Jack Faust, said 
a judge has ruled that incidents involving other chil¬ 
dren in Allison’s family — including his 2000 neglect 
conviction in Virginia for beating his infant son — are 
inadmissible for the trial that begins in May. 

Faust said Ariel’s death “was a tragic accident. We 
certainly put on proof at the first trial that it was an 
accident.” 

Nearly a decade before Ariel’s death, Allison was 
telling police in Virginia how he fractured the skull 
and broke the ribs of his 3-month-old son. 

He pleaded guilty to two counts of child neglect in 
2000 and was sentenced to 10 years in prison, but the 
sentence was suspended and he served probation in¬ 
stead, according to court records in Norfolk.

4 5 incuinbent lawmakers face no opponents this year 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — In the farm 
communities of western Kentucky Re¬ 
publican state Rep. Dwight Butler has 
never lost an election, so it’s little won¬ 
der no one chose to run against him 
this year. 

Challenging Butler, a respected auc¬ 
tioneer and realtor from Harned who 
has served in the Legislature since 1995, 
was an exercise in futility for the only 
two candidates ever to run against him. 

But 44 other incumbent lawmakers, 
including some newbies to Frankfort, 
also are running unopposed in both the 
spring primary and fall general elec¬ 
tions, raising questions about whether 
potentially strong candidates want no 
part of the chaos that is Frankfort poli¬ 
tics. 

“Maybe people have just given up,” 


said University of Louisville political 
scientist Laurie Rhodebeck. “Maybe 
there’s a sense that something is just 
broken about the state Legislature and 
who would want to participate in a body 
that doesn’t seem to want to get any¬ 
thing done.” 

Out of 119 legislative seats up for elec¬ 
tion this year, only 36 will be on pri¬ 
mary election ballots — 28 House seats 
and eight Senate seats. In all, 40 state 
representatives and five senators are 
running unopposed. 

That’s not unusual in Kentucky. In 
some election years, the number of in¬ 
cumbent lawmakers without chal¬ 
lengers is even higher. The reasons are 
varied, including the necessity for law¬ 
makers living in distant parts of the 
state having to be away from home for 


about three months a year while the 
Legislature is in session. 

“It is a daunting task to run for a leg¬ 
islative seat — raising six-figure sums 
to challenge an incumbent candidate or 
even to run for an open seat,” said Dem¬ 
ocratic strategist Dale Emmons. “To do 
that, a person has to give up a lot of per¬ 
sonal time and time away from their vo¬ 
cation just to make the race. And once 
you’re elected, you continue to have to 
do that. Seldom does that legislative pay 
of $30,000 or so make up for that.” 

The contentious image of the Legisla¬ 
ture could also be a deterrent. Rarely 
has that image been so fully displayed 
as it was this year when a Democratic- 
controlled House and a Republican-led 
Senate sparred over political redistrict¬ 
ing and budget issues. 


Redistricting occurs every 10 years to 
account for population changes found 
in the US. Census count. The latest 
count found that the state’s overall pop¬ 
ulation grew from 4 million to 4.3 mil¬ 
lion between 2000 and 2010, and that the 
overall population had shifted from 
rural to urban areas. That forced law¬ 
makers to redraw legislative maps so 
that each district had nearly the same 
number of people. 

The changes produced some oddly 
shaped legislative districts. One House 
district stretched from the Tennessee 
line in McCreary County, zigzagged 
narrowly through Laurel County, then 
encompassed all of Jackson County. 
One Senate district stretched more than 
130 miles from Barbourville to More- 
head.

Later, my son and two of Galli’s 
grandsons played soccer together 
at University Heights Academy, 
so I occasionally saw her in a 
Blazer T-shirt. 

For me, though, the biggest sur¬ 
prise was seeing Galli one day in 
2002 at Fort Campbell. I was there 
for a rare media day offered by 
the secretive 160th Special Opera¬ 
tions Aviation Regiment and 
learned GaUi was a civilian em¬ 
ployee for the Army She was an 
instructor on helicopter simula¬ 
tors. Some of the Army’s best 
aviators owe their skills to GaUi. 

Again, let’s be blunt. Military 
units like the 160th are macho 
and not the kind of place you’d 
expect to find much appreciation 
for feminist activism. 

But in Galli’s house. Army cer¬ 
tificates and photographs of sol¬ 
diers in Iraq and Afghanistan 


shared the walls with prints of 
Harriet Tubman, feminist slo¬ 
gans and family photographs. 

GaUi grew up in Michigan and 
came to Fort 
CampbeU with 
her mUitary hus¬ 
band around 
1970. She had four 
daughters. 

In 1993, GaUi 
helped establish 
the Pennyroyal 
chapter of the 
National Organi¬ 
zation for 
Women. 

Her oldest daughter, Debbie 
Rager, of HopkinsviUe, remem¬ 
bers when her mom set up a 
NOW booth at the Little River 
Days Festival. Many people 
stopped to argue with GaUi. 

“She told them, ‘If you don’t 
agree with me, go research it,”’ 
Rager recaUs. 


GaUi often responded to her 
critics by encouraging them to 
research their own beliefs. She 
bought textbooks for younger 
classmates in phUosophy classes 
at HopkinsviUe Community Col¬ 
lege. She made loans to women at 
Sanctuary House. She bought 
shoes for strangers. 

Last week when the famUy 
published GaUi’s obituary in the 
New Era, they sent copies to 
friends and encouraged them to 
perform an act of kindness as a 
tribute to GaUi. Taking that idea 
to heart. Dr. Ken Casey, who was 
GaUi’s phUosophy professor at 
HCC, left cash at the coUege cafe. 
He asked the cashiers to pay for 
students’ drinks and snacks. He 
left copies of GaUi’s obit to share 
with the students.

Program is in its first year 
and will provide funds for 
Christian County students 
to attend Hopkinsville 
Community College.

Lobbyists shaped a large majority of legislation in 
Congress, former Congressman Ken Lucas recalled. 

“It was shaped 90 percent by the lobbyists,” Lucas 
said. “They give big amounts of money to have their 
audience with the people.” 

Those opposed to term limits point to the power of 
lobbyists and bureaucrats as to the need to have expe¬ 
rienced legislators. 

Those in favor of term limits, however, point to the 
power long-term legislators wield as a reason to limit 
their time in office. 

The debate over term limits has taken a prominent 
position in the races for state and congressional seats 
in Kentucky 

Many candidates have touted term limits, but those 
already in office have a more ambivalent relationship 
with term limits. 

All seven Republican candidates seeking to succeed 
US. Rep. Geoff Davis in the Fourth Congressional Dis¬ 
trict said they support term limits, something Davis 
said he opposes. Many candidates for the Kentucky 
General Assembly have also called for term limits. 


Lucas, who served from 1999 to 2004 in the US. House 
of Representatives representing the Fourth Congres¬ 
sional District, supported term limits and signed a 
pledge when he took office to only serve three terms. 
While he believes lobbyists hold an inordinate amount 
of power, he doesn’t see term limits as giving them any 
more power than they already have. Limiting people to 
12 years in the US. Senate and eight or 10 years in the 
House would, however, keep individual lawmakers 
from getting too much power, Lucas said. That might 
reduce partisanship, he said. 

“You have people there that are so powerful control¬ 
ling the money that are so domineering, that you either 
go along with leadership or you don’t get any consid¬ 
eration for your district,” Lucas said. “I think it would 
change with term limits. People wouldn’t be up there 
for 25 to 45 years. You would have more citizen legisla¬ 
tors that would be there for the good of the country” 

Not likely to happen for Congress. Congressional 
term limits would require a constitutional amendment 
and Congress doesn’t appear poised to amend the US. 
Constitution to limit their time in office.

passage of immigration law

Shortly after the Arizona immi¬ 
gration law was passed, I was talk¬ 
ing to my youngest brother, (half 
brother technically), the one born 
here in New Jersey, on the phone. I 
said if I got stopped on a weekend 
or after banking hours, I could be 
held until the bank opens because 
my naturalization certificate is in a 
safe deposit box. He said, don’t wor¬ 
ry, you won’t be stopped because 
you don’t look or speak strange. 

As I think about this, I think of 
what happened to my youngest sis¬ 
ter, (half sister technically), about 
two years ago. She will be 58 in 10 
days! She’s had a driver’s license in 
the state of New Jersey since she 
turned 17. 

She went to renew her license 
but to do that she had to prove she 
was a citizen or legal immigrant. 
She has been in this country since 
she was 7 months old. My father 
and stepmother got their citizen¬ 
ship three months after I got mine 
in 1963. That sister was nine. 

According to US law, any chil¬ 
dren of parents that both become 
citizens who are under 16 automat¬ 
ically become citizens. Both my 
sisters were under 16, hence they 
became citizens. The older of the 
two, who is 5 years younger than I, 
got her certificate. 

The youngest never saw any need 
to until now. 

When my sister went to the 
courthouse to get her proof, court 
personnel couldn’t find any record 
of my father and my stepmother 
becoming citizens. 

The personnel found record of 
my citizenship but that didn’t help 
my sister. 

She was told she could start the 
process but it would cost $600, 
which she did have and couldn’t 
get done in time for her to renew 
her license. 

My stepmother had taken my 
youngest sister and youngest 
brother to meet their grandfather 
after my father died in 1965. Hence, 
my sister had an American pass¬ 
port which she renewed and was 
told that would prove she was a cit¬ 
izen, so she did for $60. 

The next summer when I went on 
vacation, I went to the courthouse 
and found the records but the cri¬ 
sis had passed. She was no longer 
worried!

Team Obama’s 
odd scheduling 


E ither President Obama has wings of 
Kevlar — or he has the most incom¬ 
petent scheduling staff in White 
House history. 

What president flies purposefully into 
the eye of a perfectly awful, two-front polit¬ 
ical storm, especially one as sordid as that 
plaguing North Carolina this week? 
Obama’s arrival in the Tar Heel State coin¬ 
cided with former Sen. John Edwards’ 
trial, as weU as an exploding sexual ha¬ 
rassment scandal involving the state’s 
Democratic Party leader. Jay Parmley re¬ 
cently resigned as executive director of the 
state party after an employee accused him 
of showing him a lewd photograph and 
making inappropriate sexual remarks. 

Talk about the audacity of hope. Or is it 
the incompetency of arrogance? 

Trouble is one thing presidents typically 
don’t seek out—especially during a tough 
re-election season. And North Carolina is 
nothing but trouble these days. 

Edwards’ trial, which began Monday, not 
only promises resurrection of aU the sala¬ 
cious details of his doomed tryst with 
RieUe Hunter, with whom he fathered a 
child while his wife, Elizabeth, was dying 
of cancer, but several high-profile Wash¬ 
ington Democrats, including Obama’s 
deputy communications director, will 
likely be called as witnesses. 

Perhaps the president is merely display¬ 
ing confidence in his incumbency or soli¬ 
darity with his staff members. On the other 
hand, is he perhaps clueless? As Dana 
Perino, former communica- — , 
tions director for George W 
Bush, remarked: “Over my I, 
dead body would I have sent —^

the least attractive members of your party 
Moreover, plenty of media wiU be on hand 
to ask uncomfortable questions, such as, 
for example: “Mr. President, will you be 
visiting the grave of Elizabeth Edwards 
while in the state?” 

As unappealing as such a question 
seems, it isn’t out of the realm of possibili¬ 
ties. Obama ran against the Edwardses 
and knew Elizabeth. Such questions are 
never posed for the answer but are prof¬ 
fered for the express purpose of creating 
an awkward moment to which there reaUy 
is no good answer. In other words, to trap 
the responder. 

Bush staffers were weU familiar with 
this routine, which is why they never 
would have allowed him to be in such a sit¬ 
uation. Perhaps, as another close political 
observer suggested to me, the Obama 
White House has no such concerns. The 
media simply do not come after Obama in 
the same way they did Bush, notwith¬ 
standing recent research showing that 
Obama received the most negative cover¬ 
age of any presidential candidate during 
the Republican primary The Bush White 
House was under siege and conducted it¬ 
self accordingly No T’s went uncrossed. 

This sort of attention to detail, as weU as 
to decorum, characterized the tight ship 
known as the Bush White House. What¬ 
ever one thought of Bush’s policies, his ad¬ 
ministration’s management was a tribute 
to precision. 

These distinctions are worth noting as 
they speak to top-down executive acuity 
The CEO sets the bar and managers stand 
on their toes. What were Obama’s people 
standing on? 

Obama’s trip was part of a three-state, 
three-university tour to make a case for 
keeping low-interest rates on student 
loans. Although some Republicans dis¬ 
agree with the president’s position, Mitt 
Romney agrees. It’s a pretty popular stance 
on university campuses, as one can imag¬ 
ine. The youth vote, which has been slip¬ 
ping away from Obama as job 
opportunities continue to be scarce, 
needed a little tweaking. 

To that end, Obama was taping a show 
with late-night host Jimmy FaUon while in 
Chapel Hill. He was also scheduled to pre¬ 
tape with Jimmy Kimmel in advance of 
Saturday’s White House Correspondents’ 
Association dinner. But why North Car¬ 
olina during this time? 

White House scheduling concerns may 
seem like so much political arcana to the 
world beyond the Beltway But just as ques¬ 
tions sometimes reveal more than the an¬ 
swers they elicit, small details can reveal 
larger flaws in the infrastructure of an ad¬ 
ministration. 

Either Obama’s staffers are so consumed 
with other matters that they failed to focus 
on what was happening down South. Or, 
they know they don’t have to worry about 
untoward treatment by the media. 

Alternatively, this avoidable risk sug¬ 
gests a standard of laxity in the midst of a 
campaign tour masquerading as a policy 
parade. Revealingly the president’s target 
audience consists of unwitting metaphors 
for the state of the union — unemployed 
and deep in debt.

Collision suspected in 
yacht tragedy that killed 
3, left 1 missing 

LOS ANGELES (AP)—A 
yacht racing off the coasts 
of California and Mexico 
apparently collided at night 
with a much larger vessel, 
leaving three crew mem¬ 
bers dead and one missing, 
a sailing organization said 
early Sunday It was the 
state’s second ocean racing 
tragedy this month. 

The Newport Ocean 
Sailing Association — or¬ 
ganizer of the 125-mile 
Newport, Calif to Ense¬ 
nada, Mexico yacht race — 
said the apparent collision 
involving the 37-foot 
Aegean occurred late Fri¬ 
day or early Saturday sev¬ 
eral miles off the coast 
near the ocean border of 
the two countries. 

Race officials believe 
there are few other possi¬ 
bilities for what caused 
the accident, association 
spokesman Rich Roberts 
later told The Associated 
Press, speaking by phone 
from Ensenada, Mexico. 

Activist's flight 
and Taiwan arms sales 
threaten China ties 

BEIJING (AP) — A senior 
U.S. diplomat arrived in 
China on a hurried mission 
Sunday as new problems — 
from possible U.S. arms 
sales to Taiwan to the cus¬ 
tody of a blind dissident— 
threaten to complicate rela¬ 
tions with Beijing ahead of 
high-level talks. 

Assistant Secretary of 
State Kurt Campbell 
avoided reporters, and the 
U.S. Embassy declined to 
discuss his agenda. His trip 
comes after the White 
House said it is considering 
selling warplanes to Tai¬ 
wan and after dissident 
legal activist Chen 
Guangcheng fled house ar¬ 
rest and ended up, rights 
campaigners said, in the 
protection of U.S. officials. 

Both Chen’s case, if he’s 
in U.S. custody, and that of 
Taiwan, touch on Beijing 
red lines against what it 
sees as meddling in China’s 
domestic affairs. 


UN observers seeking to 
maintain Syria cease-fire 
visit neighborhood 

BEIRUT (AP) — UN. ob- 
servers struggling to shore 
up a shaky cease-fire in 
Syria visited an embattled 
neighborhood in the cen¬ 
tral city of Homs Sunday, 
the Syrian state news 
agency said. 

SANA said the observers 
toured the Khaldiyeh dis¬ 
trict, which has seen heavy 
government shelling and 
clashes between Syrian 
forces and rebels. 

The team in Homs is 
part of an advance team of 
15 UN. monitors in Syria 
who are trying to salvage a 
peace plan brokered by 
special envoy Kofi Annan 
that aims to end the coun¬ 
try’s 13-month-old crisis. 
Under the plan, a cease¬ 
fire is supposed to lead to 
talks between President 
Bashar Assad and the op¬ 
position on a political solu¬ 
tion to the conflict that has 
killed more than 9,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

Egypt clashes between 
militaty rule opponents, 
assailants kills one 

CAIRO (AP)—As- 
sailants attacked demon¬ 
strators outside the 
Defense Ministry in 
Egypt’s capital to call for 
an end to military rule 
with rocks and firebombs, 
killing one protester and 
wounding 30, officials said 
on Sunday 

They said the clashes 
broke out late Saturday 
when the unidentified as¬ 
sailants set upon the pro¬ 
testers. Neither army 
troops or police attempted 
to stop the three-hour 
street battle, witnesses 
said. They also reported 
hearing gunshots. 

The officials said the 
dead protester was a sup¬ 
porter of ultraconserva¬ 
tive politician Hazem 
Salah Abu Ismail. Many of 
those outside the ministry 
were Abu Ismail support¬ 
ers angered by his disqual¬ 
ification from running in 
next month’s presidential 
election.

Nestled comfortably on the 
couch Saturday inside his 
mother’s Hopkinsville home, 
West Virginia cornerback Keith 
Tandy kept his eyes glued to the 
flat-screen TV positioned in the 
center of the living room.

At 12:09 p.m., just more than an 
hour after the start of Saturday’s 
draft coverage, Tandy took his 
eyes away from the TV to glance 
at his ringing ceU phone. 

The Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
were on the other end. 

“That was the (defensive backs) 
coach (Ron Cooper),” Tandy said. 
“He called me and was like, 
‘Keith, I’ve been really pushing

Dufner edges Els in playoff 


AVONDALE, La. (AP) — Jason Dufner 
beat Ernie Els with a birdie on the second 
hole of a playoff Sunday in the Zurich 
Classic to win for the first time in 164 
starts on the PGA Tour. 

After entering the fourth round with a 
two-shot lead, Dufner shot a 2-under 70 at 
TPC Louisiana. Els had a 67 to match 
Dufner at 19-under 269. 

After both players missed birdie putts 
within 8 feet on the par-5 18th, they went 
back to the 18th tee for the second extra 
hole, which Dufner won by hitting the 
green in two strokes and tapping home a 
short birdie putt after Els’ birdie attempt 
from the fringe narrowly missed. 

Dufner lost playoffs last year to Mark 
Wilson in the Phoenix Open and Keegan 
Bradley in the PGA Championship for two 
of his three career runner-up finishes. 

The 6-foot-3 Els, who goes by the nick¬ 
name “The Big Easy,” hasn’t won on the 
PGA Tour since the 2010 Arnold Palmer 
Invitational at Bay HiU, a little more than 
two years ago. 

He did not have a single bogey in the 
final round or playoff, and would have won 
his 19th career PGA Tour event in, of all 
places, the Big Easy, if he could have made 
a birdie putt of a little less than 6 feet on 
the first playoff hole. He pushed it more 
than 2 feet past the edge of the hole. 

On the second playoff hole, Els’ tee shot 


went into a fairway bunker, and his second 
shot landed 137 yards from the pin. His 
third shot landed on the fringe, nearly 19 
feet from the pin, but he nearly saved birdie 
from there, his putt missing by 2 inches. 

Luke Donald shot a 67 to finish third at 
17 under, and move past Rory Mcllroy for 
the No. 1 ranking. 

■Mobile Bay LPGA Classic: In Mo¬ 
bile, Ala., Stacy Lewis won the Mobile Bay 
LPGA Classic on Sunday for her second 
LPGA Tour title, holding off hard-charg¬ 
ing teen Lexi Thompson by a stroke. 

Lewis, who held a five-stroke lead early 
in the day, reclaimed the edge with a birdie 
on No. 16, while the 17-year-old Thompson 
parred the final hole and had to wait. 

Lewis parred out. Her week was so solid 
that her finishing 3-under 69 was her 
worst round en route to a 17-under 271 
total. The former Arkansas star also won 
the 2011 Kraft Nabisco Championship. 

■Ballantine’s Championship: In 
Seoul, South Korea, Austria’s Bernd Wies- 
berger won the Ballantine’s Champi¬ 
onship for his first European Tour title, 
closing with a 4-under 68 for a five-stroke 
victory.

Volunteers make it all possible

CADIZ, Ky. — Baked goods, jewelry, purses and 
Rada knives will be among the many items for sale 
at the third annual Spring Fling at the Trigg 
County Hospital. 

All proceeds from the sale, which has raised 
$88,395 since 1982, will go to buy equipment and 
supplies for the hospital. 

The sale, which features items from the Trigg 
County Hospital Auxiliary shop, the Gift Box, and 
also the Scrub Store and Scentsy will be from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. May 4 in the downstairs conference 
room at the hospital. 

In addition to monetary gifts to the hospital. 
Auxiliary volunteers provide many special serv¬ 
ices for patients, staff and visitors in addition to 
handling sales in the Gift Box and making gifts. 

Patients warm to the feel of crocheted shawls. 
Children are often given a friend in cuddly Teddy 
bears. Wheelchairs are brightened with colorful 
pocketed aprons. Community volunteers, some¬ 
times anonymously, create and provide these gifts, 
which also include handmade eyeglass holders 
and snacks. 

“One of the things that is so important is the 
willingness of these ladies to give their time and 
talent,” Auxiliary President Barbara Dunn said. 

Volunteers include the Women of the Well, the 
Locust Grove Baptist Church, Janie Carr, Alice 
Propst, Pat Sisk and six or more other women who 
create Teddy bears for children. 

“I like to make people feel welcome,” said Propst, 
an 86-year-old volunteer. “I like to help in any way 
I can. I like to be useful and give back. I have been 
so blessed.” 

Propst has crocheted afghans, a 30- to 40-hour 
job, for three years. Last year, her afghan brought 
$135 for the hospital fund. She has been a volun¬ 
teer five years and completed 150 hours of service 
last year. 

“Janie makes a lot of physical therapy aprons,” 
Dunn said. “She does lots of sewing for us, even 
before she became a member.” 

Dunn, a retired middle school vocal music 
teacher, has been Auxiliary president six years. 
She will continue to serve as president at the May 
14 annual meeting and initiation of 2012 officers. 
Other officers set to be initiated include Gloria 
Davis, vice president, Lisa Strader, secretary, and 
Mary Belk, treasurer. 

During the meeting, Nell Leneave will be hon¬ 
ored with a 30-year pin. Sandy Weber wiU receive 
a 300-hour pin and Dunn, Dannye Wagner and 
Lisa Strader wiU be recognized for providing 250 
hours of service last year. New members will also 
be acknowledged. Hospital CEO Alisa Coleman 
will update members on the hospital’s needs. 

“We had a total of 41 members volunteer almost 
4,000 hours last year,” Dunn reported. 

Many of those hours were served staffing the fa¬ 
cility’s hospitality desk and The Gift Box. “Some 
women generously give eight hours a month work¬ 
ing on the desk,” Dunn said. “We have 42 active 
members and 24 associate members, two life mem¬ 
bers and four honorary members.” 

While staffing the hospital’s hospitality desk, 
volunteers greet everyone entering and leaving 
the hospital, direct patients, deliver flowers, water 
flowers and straighten up the foyer and waiting 
room. 

“This morning, a mother and daughter were 
waiting for someone in the emergency room,” 
Dunn said. “They hadn’t had breakfast, so I gave

them lemonade and chips.” 

The basket of snacks was furnished by the 
Women of the Well. 

In addition to these routine chores, each volun¬ 
teer must know the hospital’s layout and the loca¬ 
tion of all departments. Volunteers with 
wheelchair training assist in getting patients into 
or out of the hospital. Those without training re¬ 
ceive assistance. 

Volunteers also have a list of ministers for the 
families. A telephone is available and local calls 
are free. 

Identification embroidered on the pink smock 
of Auxiliary volunteers adds to the comfort and 
trust of those helped. Pat Sisk, of SoSmart sewing 
machine art, provides this embroidered name 
identification free of charge. 

“I heard about the ladies at the Hospital Auxil¬ 
iary and wanted to do something for them,” the re¬ 
tired home economics teacher said. 

Another popular item provided by the Auxiliary 
is Teddy bears. The Teddy bears have progressed 
from ready-made purchased toys to protectively 
created gifts of love since 1999. 

“We had been purchasing the bears,” Barbara 
said, “but we found it was too expensive and we 
had to be very careful for the safety of the chil¬ 
dren. So now we make them. As many as six peo¬ 
ple work on each bear.” 

The first Teddy bear workshop was in 2008. This 
year the 1,000th bear was completed and is on dis¬ 
play at the Gift Box. These bears are given away in 
the hospital, ambulances and by local law en¬ 
forcement authorities to help comfort children. 

The Auxiliary was one of five hospitals honored 
with the 2009 Hands Award by the Kentucky Hos¬ 
pital Association for its Teddy bear project. 

Cleland White II originally pioneered the Auxil¬ 
iary in the early 1960s. Ray Lazar and Kathleen B. 
McGraw reorganized the group in 1979. 

Today Auxiliary volunteers also assist hospital 
staff with a number of procedures, such as blood 
pressure and cholesterol screenings, prostrate 
screenings and health fairs. 

Additional funds for the hospital come from do¬ 
nations by Auxiliary members and through the 
Memorial Fund, which anyone can donate to in 
memory of a loved one.

Safety a priority at bicycle rodeo

Last week Jason Dollinger, 10, 
crashed on his bicycle. He com¬ 
plained that his handlebars were 
loose. This past Saturday, his 
handlebars were repaired and 
his bike inspected at the Bikes 
and Moore Bicycle Rodeo at the 
Christian County Justice Center. 

“We’ve had bike rodeos in the 
area for years, but they’ve al¬ 
ways been small events put on 
by Cub Scouts or churches,” said 
Tim Moore of Bikes and Moore. 
“The idea was to have a consoli¬ 
dated city-wide event. We 
worked with the city Parks and 
Recreation, the police depart¬ 
ment and the fire department to 


put this together.” 

Moore said the goal of the 
event was to teach riders bicycle 
safety Organizers created lanes 
of training for bicycles in the jus¬ 
tice center’s parking lot. Each 
lane focused on a different aspect 
of riding, which ranged from 
rapid deceleration to avoiding 
unforeseen obstacles. 

“It’s good for them to be able to 
learn the skills involved with 
proper biking,” said patrolmen 
Federico Rodriguez. “They need 
to be aware of other drivers and 
learn how to stop quickly. We 
want to teach them to avoid ac¬ 
cidents.” 

Jason’s mother. Tiffany 
Dollinger, said the course helps 
her as a mother to feel safer 


about her children riding. 

“I feel at ease as a mom know¬ 
ing not only is the bike safe for 
him but he’s learning safety,” 
said Dollinger who said her chil¬ 
dren ride daily. “They’ll learn 
how to handle the bike and that’s 
important when riding.” 

Rodriguez said if the partici¬ 
pants took one thing away from 
the rodeo, he hopes it is the im¬ 
portance of wearing helmets. 

“A lot of people don’t wear hel¬ 
mets because they think it’s not 
cool,” Rodriguez said. “But it 
keeps you safe and it doesn’t do 
anything to affect your riding so 
you should wear it.”
